The Procufator Fiscal Now Submits 
His Final Review. 


| No One Found Guilty of the Murder of 
the Two Sailors. 


The Situation at Washington—The Judge 
Advocate General to Investigate— 
Reported Arrival of the Bal- 
timore at San Diego.

New... York, Jan. 8,—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald's Valparaiso 
special says: ‘‘The Procurator Fiscal 
has concluded his review of the Balti- 
more cases. . He finds Rodriguez, Gomez 
~and Azumada, the three rioters held by 
Judge Foster, guilty of stabbing and 
otherwise wounding American sailors, 
but says that the evidence is not strong 
enough to show that wounds inflicted by 
the prisoners caused the deaths of 
Boatswain’s Mate Riggin and the coal- 
heaver, Turnbull. He finds the Falti- 
more sailor Davidson guilty of assauit 
upon a Chilean sailor. 

‘Rodriguez acknowledged stabbing 
Riggins begause the latter assaulted one 
of the sailors of the Chilean torpedo 
boat Almirante Cochrane. Seeing the 
seaman ill treated Rodriguez stuck a 
knife into Riggin’s back. Gonrez ad- 
mitted stabbing Turnbull in the back 
three times and:said he did so in de- 
fending some friends whom Turnbull 
had knocked down. Azumada denied 
having anything to do with the assault, 
but was shown by otifer witnesses to 
have participated. Cortes, another 
prisoner. also alleged that he took no 
part in the affair. A revolver was 
found oy him. but be said he carried it 


| to defend himself. 


‘Jt now only remains for Judge Fos- 
ter to pass sentence on the three con- 
victed prisoners. Relative. to Cortes's 
implicatién the prosecutor says that 
more data are required. 

“The Procurator Fiscal comes to the 
conciusion that it is impossible to deter- 
mine who fired the first shot, which 
killed -Riggin, It will be remembered 
that one witness, according to Judge 
Foster's report, testified that he saw 
three policemen holding Riggin at the 
time the fatal shot was fired.

Sr. Louis, Jan. 2,—|By. the Associ- 
ated Press.| A. D. Sly. the alleged 
Glendale train robber. was today abso- 
lutely identified by a salesman in a local 
furniture house as the purchaser of 
furniture for the Swan Avenue house. 
where the detectives got the clews. 
Express Messenger Mulrennan was 
later brought face to face with Sly and 
asserted positively that Sly was the 
man who held a pistol to his head, took 
his watch and directed the operations 
of the other man in the car. 

Sly showed signs of nervousness at 
the sight of Mulrennan, but resolutely 
persisted in his denial of any knowl- 
edge of the affair. The engineer and 
fireman of the train which was robbed 
picked Sly out ofa crowd of five men 
as the man who was on the tender of the 
engine on the night of the robbery.

The Murder of the Mexican General 
Garcia Again Denied. 


The Church Party Said to be Helping 
Garza’s Revolution. 


{ndications That the Qatlaw’s Raids May 
Culminate in a General Rising to 
Overthrow the Power 

| of Diaz. 


By Telenravh to The Times. 

Lanepo (Tex.,) Jan. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The arrival thisevening 
of two additional cavalry troops over 
the International road to take the field 
against Garza aroused new interest in 
revolutionary matters. ' The same train 
brought several carloads of pack mules, 
said to have been sent by the Govern- 
ment from. Wyoming. The quarter- 
master’s department has contracted for 
a large number of ox carts to trans- 
port stores to troops in the field. 

A rumor, which is discredited, 
reached here today that José Sanchez, 
brother of the gnide who accompanied 
Capt. Hardie, was killed ina skirmish 
with Garza'smen yesterday. There are 
other rumors to the effect that the 
troops had a fight with Garza’s men, in 
‘which several were ki:led on both sides. 

Inquiry today at Mexican military 
headquarters failed to elicit anything 
in the way of news. Thev declare that 


| everything is quict on their side of the 


river and that there is absolutely no 
foundation for the report that Gen. 
Garcia was killed at Mier. Neither 
was there any truth in the dispatches 
stating thut three prisoners were shot 
in.Néuvo Laredo this week.. 
Alargen up ber of strange Mexicans 
here during tha past twen- 
ty-fouf hours and the impression pre- 
vails that they are a portion of Garza's 
men who have been dispersed by Capt. 
Hardie’s troops. Two gentlemen who 
came in from down the river a tew days 
ago met a couple of Mexicans driving in 
an ambulance in Encinal county, and 
from the description given there is no 
doubt that one of them was Garza him- 
self. 
There is a feeling h=re that the worst 
has not come yet, and many think that 
in less than forty da - a general upris- 
ing will be witnessed in Mexico against 
Diaz by the Church party. The United 
States troops operating in the jungle of 
the Lower Kio Grande will have to en- 
dure many hardships. No rain of con- 
sequence has fallen there for eighteen 
months@and not only have they to carry 
all rations for the men and beasts, but 
it is even necessary to haul water.. 

Col. Carron of the Mexican forces in 
Neuvo Laredo has received a -telegram 
from down the river on the Mexican 
side stating that a fight had occurred 
on thisside and that two United States 
soldiers had been killed. ‘The loss to 
the revolutionists was dot given. 

Col. Carron reiterates his denial of a 
revolt at Mier and the killing of Gen. 
Garcia. There has been no demonstra- 
tion on the Mexican side for some time. 

People on both sides of the river are 
in sympathy with Garza and it is im- 
possible to get any assistance looking 
tow4rd his capture. It is said that the 
clerical party is behind Garza, furnish- 
ing him with money. and that as soon 
as he enlists 5000 men. they will fur- 
hish him millions to carry on the cam- 
paign. Neither Garza nor the main 
part of his followers were on this side 
of the river. They crossed into the 
State of ‘Tamaulipas and are now in the 
mountains. The Mexican government 
has offered a reward of $800,000 for 
Garza's head. So far: the Mexicans 
have killed over 100 men on suspicion 
of being revolutionists, and this has 
tended to drive the poor ranchers to 
join the revolt. At Pueblo the popn- . 
lace révolted, and every priest has been 
placed in jaii.

Four Men Killed at a Great Fire in 
Nashville. 


Others Injured by Falling Wallis and Ex- 
plosious—Several Large Buildings 
Destroyed--Losses HKeaching 

#600,000—An Incendiary.

NasuViLLe (Teno.,) Jan. 2.—-[By the 
Associated Press.] At 5:40 this after- 
noon the most disastrous fire Nashville 
has had since 1881 broke out ‘in Webb, 
Stevensom & Co.'s store in College 
street. A strong wind was blowing. 
from the northwest. The tire was con- 
fined to thi@ store for nearly an hour. 
but’ gradually found its way into the 
adjoining store occupied by A. G. 
Rhodes & Co., and then into Atwell &

The Doughty ex-Governor Whistling to 
Keep Up His Courage—Uis Followers 
_ Discouraged—Sherman Confident 
of Being Nominated,

(O.,) Jan. 2.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Senatorial contest 
is reaching a crisis. There were abont 
seven doubtful Assemblymen this morn- 
ing, and all were claimed by both can- 
didates. The surprise of the morning 
was the declaration that Representa- 


tives Reeves and Williams were in 
favor of Foftaker. Asaresult of these 
declarations the Foraker men were 


very confident this morning, but a visit 
to Sherman's headquarters failed to re- 
veal any lack’ of cheerful assurance 
.among his followers. Everybody con-

THE LATES. BUNT, 


More About the Suit Against 
His Estate.

President Sp2ne3 Tells Why the Action 
Was Brought. 


More as a Pracautionary Measure 
Than Anything Else, 


The Bank Will Lose but Little, tf Anything, 
by Hunt's Irregalarities—What John 
Bryson, Sr., Says Concerning 
the Case. 


day morning Tue Times published 
the fact that the Savings Bank of 
Southérn California had commenced 
suit in Ventura county against W. G. 
Cochran, administrator of the estate of | 
its late secretary, Sam B. Hunt. for the 
sum of $44,974.89, it being alleged 
that Hunt, while secretary of the bank 
from 1887 to 1889, appropriated to 
his own use this amount of money, 
which he never paid back. 

This announcement was in the nature 
of a complete surprise to the general 
public, and caused considerable discus- 
sion in financial circles. Mr. Hunt has 
been dead for some months, and this 
was the first intimation that anything 
was wrong with his accounts, but the. 
publication set tongues to wagging and 
it has developed in the past two days 
that for some time before Hunt retired 
from his last position with the State 


nardino county, where he died, there 
were strong suspicions that all was not 
right, but so closely was the secret 
guarded by the bank officials that noth- 
ing was positively known until the pub- 
lieation of the commencement of the 
suit was made, 
MR. SPENCE SATS. 

A Times reporter yesterday called on 
E. F. Spence, president of the First 
National Bank and who is also presi- 
dent of the Savings Bank of Southern 
California, to learn the facts in the 
case-from the bank’s standpoint. Mr. 
Spence talked very freely, saying that 
he was glad of an opportunity to ex- 
plain matters, as on the face of the 
papers the suit was somewhat misiead- 
ing. Mr. Hunt, he said, for some time 
before -he left the bank, was guilty of 
very grave ‘irregularities. He was in- 
terested in a number of speculations, 
and when money was needed it was ad- 
vanced by Hunt on insufficient security, 
and the books were kept in such a man- 
ner that this sort of thing was covered 
up fcr some time. Of course as the 
boom declined the value of the secur- 
ites also deoreased. As svon as the ir- 
regularities were discovered Mr. 
Spence stated that he notiiled the 
Rank Examiner, and steps were at 
once taken to protect. the interests 
ofthe bank. Anassessment of 710,000 
was at once levied on the stoc eholders, 
which was paid in’ forty-eight hours, 
therby covering any possible deficit. 
suit has -been 
brought does not mean that the bank 
has lost that sum of money by any means. 
The bank has securities on hand that 
will probably cover the entire amount, 
but it will require some time to. realize 


| on them, and to guard against any pos- 


sible Joss it-was thought best to bring 
suit foythe fullamount and hold the 
entire estate liable for any possible de- 
ficiency that might occur, This.is in. 
brief the situation. The bank.will suf- 
fer no great loss if any at all, and the 
stockholders have made up more than 
enouzl to cover any deficieucy that 
might occur pending a final settlement. 
MR. BRYSON’S STATEMENT. 

John Bryson, Sr., vice-president of 
the State Loan and Trust Company, of 
which institution Hunt was secretary, 
having resigned his position with the 
Savings Bank of Southern California to 
to accept the same place with the 
larger organization, wasalsosecn. Mr.. 
bryson was very reticent on the sub- 
ject. He was formerly interested in 
the savings bank, and was alwaysa irm 
friend of Hunt, in whom he had the 
greatest confidence. He declined to 
say when he first heard of Hunt's irrey- 
ularities, but ftinaily admittéd that he 
had-also been guilty of irregularities 
while he was secretary of the State 
Loan and Trust Company. Mr. Bryson 
stated that his bank had securities for 
the money loaned by Hunt, but he was 
satisfied there would be a small loss. 
He declined to give. the amount of tae 
loans or the probable deticieucy, or to 
go into details of the -transactions, 
merely stating that his bank was pay- 


} its dividends regularly, and had as much 


ala 


money as they had any need of. 
HIS WIFE’S FORTUNE GONE. 
It was also learned that Hunt's wife’s 
fortune had also been lost by him in 
speculation. Mrs. Hunt was a widow 
with one child when she married, and 
was reputed to be worth about $50,- 
OvO.” Hunt was made thé guardian of 
the child, and nad full control of all the 
property. It is now stated that every- 
thing has been swallowed up, and at her 
husband’ s death would have been left in 
destitute circumstances but tor a $10,- 
000 policy w hich Hunt had on his life. 
It is stated that the suit commenced 
in Ventura will throw a great deal of 
light onthe methods of Hunt and his 
associates, and the final outcome will 
be awaited with a great deal of inter- 
est.

A. R. Oman Kills Himself on His Retarn 
from His Bridal Toar—No Cause —

They returned Friday 
evening to San Pedro, where they re- 
ceived the congratulations of their 
friends, ani yesterday morning Oman 
appeared on the street as usual. He 
was in good spirits, and persons who 
saw him say that they noticed nothing 
wrong with him. Qnite a number of 
San Pedro people were in the city yes- 
terday, several of whom were seen by 
‘ive no 
explanation of the terrible deed. All 
agree that Oman was an exemplary 
young man, and there was no reason 80 
faras known for him taking his owm 
life. His bride is a member of one of 
the best families of San Pedro and has 
alwaysstood high in that community.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The San Pedro correspondent of Tux 
Times,last evening sent the following 
accotnt of the tragedy: 

At 1 p.m. today the remains of A. BR 
Oman were fouid in a gulch close to the 
western limit of the city of San Pedro,a 
buiiet troletthrough the’ féad sh 
plainly the immedi.te cause of death, 

The deceased was born in Wilmington in 
this county twenty-two vears ago, and held 
a position as clerk in the Bank of Sara 
Pero during the last two years. He wag 
married at Los Angeies to Maggie Williams 
ot San Pedro on iast Christmas day and re- 
turned from a wedding tour to San Diego 
yesterday evening. This morning be made 
-his first appearance on the streets of San 
Pedro since bis marriage, and was heartil 
congratulated by his many friends an 
business acquaintances, to all of whom he 
appeac.d as happy and contented ag 
could be. 

. At 11 o'clock this ‘forenoon the dece 
made a call at the Codéperative store, of 
which he was the treasurer, and left a note 
to be delivercd to his wife. The contents 
of the note as near as I can ascertain at 
this writing was that he intended to com- 
mit suicide, and that his body could be 
found in a gulch back of Sepulvida,s ranch. 
The note was delivered inside of an hour, 
and a search party dispatched to the place 
indicated, where the body was found. 

The decéased was a tavorite with al] who 
knew him, and would be the last person in 
San Pedro that anybody would suspect of 
contemplating suicide, 

No cause tor the rash act has as yet 
developed.

The Result a Térrible Sarprise to the De- 
fendant—His Counsel Sheds Tears-—- 
Sensational Scenes In the 
Courtroom.

DeNveR (Colo.,) Jan. 2. _{By the As- 
sociated Press.} This mornihg in the 
Graves case, Judge Furm@ resumed 
his argument and said: 

l appreciate the anxiety of the Court and 
vourself to get through with the case, and 
I will condense my remarks as closely as 
possibie. Iam going to refresh your mem- 
ory. Conrad denied positively that he said 
to Dr. Graves that if he would go back to 
his family and explain everything it would 
be all right,: Hanscom adinitted that he 
did this. Conrad denied that he and Graves 
quarrelled. Hanscom admitted that he 
thought Graves had loud and stormy words 
with Conrad one night. Does not this sus- 
taln Dr. Graves?’ If Dr. Graves did misre- 
spond about the guardian letter it was not 
to hang anyone, but to curb Mrs. Barnaby’'s 
extravagance.

JUDGE SHAW REVIEWED. 


The City Attorney on His Water 
Decision. 


Mr. McFarland Takes Issue with the. 
Court on the Law, 


And Quotes Authorities to Show That 
His Complaint is Correct. 


What the Supreme Court Haato Say About 
Useless Verbiage in Legal Docu- 
ments—The Rights of the 
City Council 


Judge Shaw on Thursday decided the 
case brought against the Citizens’ 
Water Company by the City Council for 
the forfeiture of its franchise by sus- 
fiining the demurrer to the complaint, | 

hereby non-suiting the city. The 
judge gave his reasons at length for 
this action, which have heretofore been 
published. City Attorney McFarland 
does not agree with Judge Shaw as to 
the law of the case and will tomorrow 
send the following report reviewing the 
Court's decision: 

THE REPORT. 
Los ANGELES, Jan. 4, 1891. 

To the honer the Council of Los Angeles 
City—GENTLEMEN: Judge Shaw has de- 
cided the case of the City Council vs. The 
Citizens’ Water Company, which was pend- 
ing before him upon the demurrer to the 
compiaint, sustaining the demurrer of the 
water oompany upon the grounds, viz: 

First—That the complaint does not state 
that the compaay charged excessive water 
rates willfully and intentionally, and with 
the knowleuge that they were excessive. 

Second—That such an action cannot be 
brought inthe name of the City Council, 
but should be in tue name of the city. 

Third—That the provisions of our con. 
stitution providing for the forfeiture of the 
works and franchise of the company im- / 

airs the rights of contract, and is in vio- 
ation of the Constitution of the United 
Sates in that respect, and consequently 
void. 

Section 1 of article XIV of our constitu- 
tion, after providing thatthe City Council 
Shall pass an ordinance each year, fixing 
the water rates to be charged the coming 
year, provides that “any person, company. 
or corporation collecting water rates in any 
city and county, city or town, in this State 
otherwise than as so established, shall for- 
feit the franchise and water works of such 
person, company or corporation to the city 
and county. or city, or town, where the 
same is collected, for the public use.’’ It 
will be seen from this section that nothing 
is said as té the rates being excessive or that 
the collection must have been wilfully, 
knowingly or otherwise, but that the fact 
that the ee ag has charged rates other 
than those fixed by the ordinance of itself 
works a forfeiture. The complaint states 
that the water rates were established by an 
ordinance passed and published, and this or- 
dinance then became a law, which every 
one is bound to know. The law having im- 
plied knowledge of this ordinance, it is un- 
necessary for usto plead it. Besides, the , 
use of such words as ‘‘knowingly,'* ‘‘inten- | 
tionally,’’ ‘‘willingly,”’ *‘wilfully’’ and the 
like cannot change or quality the facts. 
Our Supreme Court, in 86 Cal., page 637, 
Says: “Such words as ‘duly,’ 
fuily,’ ‘wilfully,’ ‘willingly’ and unlaw- 
fully,’ so “better” found. in plead- 


ings, might better. omitted ; they 
tender no _ issue. uch epithets in 
pleadings are meaningless and are 
generaliy inserted for no valuable purpose, 
but oniy to round off or swell out a sen- 
tence. Unless the matters averred show 
the acts complained of to be unlawful, etc., 
such words are mere superfluous verbiage. 
For these reasons I did not aliege that the 
collection of the water rates was done 
knowingly, wiltully-or intentionally. 

The present constitution was adopted in 
1879, and on Marcb 7, 1881. the Legisla- 
ture passed an act to carry out the pro. 
visions of the constitution relating to 
water rights, which act is found inthe 


also in the Civil Code under section 548. 
After providing for the fixing of water 
rates each year by the Council. furnishing 
of statements by the water company, etc., 
section 7 provides that any company 


charging or attempting .to collect 
frum any person using water any 
sum in excess of the rate fixed 
by the City Council shall, upon 


the complaint of the Board of Supervisors, 
Town Council, Board of Aldermen, or other 
legislative yn | thereof, or of any water- 
rate payer, forfeit the franchise and water 
works of said company to the city. I 
brought this suitin the name of the City 
Council tor the reason that this law directs 
thatit shall so be done. Neither of the 
first two objections made by Judge Shaw 

were raised by counsel for the water com-. 
pany, and were consequently not argued to 

the Court. 

As to the third and main proposition, 
that the provisions of our constitution are . 
in conflict with the Constitution of the | 
United States, I am inclined to agree with | 
Judge Shaw, Should the Council, however, | 
desire to have this question determined by | 
our Supreme Court, I advise that the pres- 
ent action be appealed, asI am satisfied 
that so far as form is concerned it is cor- 
rect. d

CHOOSING A RULER, 


OR HOW OUR PRESIDENTS ARB 
ELECTED, 


By Henry Cabot Lodge. 
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HE IDEA THAT 
» written laws or con 
stitutions of govern- 
ment are unchang- 
ing and unchange- 
able is at least very 
old. The lawsofthe 
Medes and the Per- 
sians have become, indeed, a proverb- 
ialexpression for immutability. This 
notion undoubtedlv.came from the time 
when men were largely governed by un- 
written customs, and thus came to look 
upon laws gus upon stone or traced upon 
parchment as possessing a quality of 
permanency unknown before. This an- 
cient theory as tothe fixed character of 
written constitutions has had a fresh 
lease of life in modern times and among 
English-speaking people because the 
British constitution, as such, has never 
been reduced to the form of a charter 
or code. Yet the theory, although old, 
only superficially true, 
Constitutional development under a 
written constitution, wholly apart from 
the regulariy provided method of 
amendment, is as possible and as far- 
reaching as the growth of an entires 
tem of law from the interpretation of a 
single act of Parliament like the state 
ute of frauds or the statute of limita- 
tions. 

The written con$titution is 
by interpretation and by facts just like 
the unwritten constituti.a. ‘Thé only 
difference is that the former develo 
within certain specified forms while 
the other is witolly unrestrained except 
by habits and customs. The result is 
much the same in either case. In the 
hands of the English-speaking people, 
with their genius for government and 
their distrust of ready-made systems, 
-any constitution, whether it be a writ- 
ten charter or an uncodified body of 
laws and customs, is sure to bedeveloped 
and adapted in the process of time to 


fit the changing conditions as well ag. 


the growth and the needs of the people. 
This fact is well illustrated by the 
history of the Constitution of the United 
Siates. It has been the chief merit of 
that great instrument that it has proved 
itself capabie of development while at 
tue same time it has held fast the fund- 
amental principles on which it is based, 
Direct amendment to tie Constitution 
by 1ts OWn Wachinery is now almost im? 
-possible and yet, waile it ever retains 
its vast and invaluable conservative in- 


tluence, its whoicsome development is. 


always in progress. .It has expanded 
here and restrained there and taus far 
asa whole has worked admirably and 
fullilled its purposes with a success 
little dreamed of at the outset. Indeed 
if the framers of the Constitution could 
examine their work today they would 
probavly be amazed at tue manner in 
Which it has met the needs of a great 


cedent to precedent under the interpre- 
tations of courts and gradually con- 
forming without detoriation to the logic 
of facts. 

In some directions the Constitution 
has developed. in others it has remained 
unchanged; while. in others still it has 
ceased, to be practically operative be- 
cause although the torm remained, the 
substance has been found to be unfit for 
existing conditions. it is of a _ provi- 
sion of the last class, ofe of those 
clauses much valued by the framers, 
but long since abandoned except in 
name, that 1 wish to speak here. 

The two great opposing for@@®s in the 
convention of L787 were the National 
on the one side and the Separatist or 
State-rigits on the other. The com- 
promises between these two forces in 
the inain formed the Constitution. But 
there were aiso other strong currents 
of opinion in the convention which did 
not run ‘at all on the same 
lines as the National and Separe 


theless, a protound influence up- 
on the final result. One of these was 
the deep-seated jealousy of executive 
power. ‘The executive power in all the 
colonies had represented England. 
Hence executive and outside power had 
become equivalent in the American 
mind, and consequently were subjects 


to demand careful limitation. Another 
strong sentiment in the convention, 
springing from the natural conserva- 
tism of the race, Was against unchecked 
action anywhere. The new govern- 
ment was to be a republic and a democ- 
racy, but the framers felt that the rul- 
ing theory of checks and balances ought 
to be applied to the source of all power 
asinevery other direction. The will 
of the people was to be supreme, but it 
was to be expressed in such a way as to 
secure deliberation and calm judgment, 
and to avoid allrisks of rash and hasty 
decisions. 
This wasthe controlling idea of the 
plan finally adupted for the choice of 
President and Vice-President. The

The equal vote for Jefferson and Burr 
fn 1800, andthe struggle threatening 
civil war, which followed, led to an 
amendment doing away with the provi- 
sion giving the residency to the per- 
son having the highest number of elec- 
toral votes. and the Vige-Presidency to 


the person having the next highest. 
The twelfth amendment to~the Consti--}- 


tution provides that the electors shall 
name in their ballotsthe person voted 
for as President and the person voted 
for as Vice-President. This change 
made a repetition of the danger of 
1801 impossible. 

This has been the on]v constitutional 
change, however. in the method of 
choosing a President established by the 
Constitution. In each ;State we vote 
every four years for electors to select 
a President and Vice-President. These 
electors can be chosen in any manner 

“the Legislature of the State may direct, 

either at large, by oe or inthe 
Legislature itself. All methods have 
been used, but .the country has finally 
settled down to the uniform ‘practice of 
choosing the electors at large for each 
State. Lately Michigan has returned 
to the district system in order thata 
gerrymander to secure Congressmen un- 
duly might-also secure, electors for the 
party making the gerrymander. It may 
be doubted, however, if this return to 
an old system, although for new ob- 
jects, will be generally accepted, as the 
good sense ofthe country has decided 
in practice that the vote of each elec- 
tora) collage ought to represent the ma- 
jority vote of each State. 

The electors are named in each State 
by the different parties and are voted 
for in block. The electors chosen meet 
in their respective States on a given day 
and vote. Their vote is duly recorded 
and sent, not only by mail, but also in 
accordance with the old form, by special 
messenger to Congress, where the votes 
are opened, counted and declared by the 
two houses. rf 

Thus the old forms survive unchange4, 
but all the meaning except in one point 
has departed. Party conventions nqw 
select our Presidents and Vice-Presi- 
dents and the _ electors for whom 
we vote are merely machines to reg- 
ister the expressed will of the party 
which nominates and elects them. The 
electors have no power, As they are 
in honor bound to do, they sim- 
ply register in constitutional forms the 
will of the popular majority.which has 
selected them. The system which 
showed so quickly that it woulda 
not work in the manner intended by 
those who devised it seems today cum- 
brous as well as meaningless. But it is 
well to remember that although it has 
failed of its original purpose, it has 
worked perfectly well for a century and 
has proved entirely harmless. In one 
important point, moreover, the elec- 

toral college has a_ real and 
vital meaning. The people ought 
to vote as they always have for 
‘President and Vice-President, by. 
‘State.

The trial of the sehsatjona) suit in 
stituted by Martin Bedanagainss “Atbert 
Turney for the. purpose’ of recovering 
$20,000 damages for an.alleged alien- 
ation of his wife's affections by defend- 
ant, was concluded in Department Six 
yesterday afternoon, the jury returning 
a verdict for the defendant, thereby 
vindicating him from the charge pre- 
ferred against him. bythe plaintiff and 
his wife. 

Attorney Luckel opened the argument 
shortly after 10. o'clock yesterday 
morning with a touching appeal to the 
jury on behalf of the plaintiffyan ignor- 
ant German, and his wife, who with her 
daughter, and the innocent cause of the 
trouble, the baby, occupied prominent 
seats inside the rails.

Ivy and smilax twined the 
candelabra and hundreds of tapers 
giowed in the midst of the blossoms. 

Within the chancel on either side the 
entrance rose a slender onyx column 
twined with smilax with a pure white 
dove hovering overit. -The altar rail 
was garlanded with smilax and graced 
by many beautiiul fioral pieces, among 
them a pair of baskets of magnificent 
la France roses and maidephair ferns. a 
true lover’s knot, and a four-leaved 
clover fashioned of white flowers.

The side altars were also elaborately 
dressed with flowers, over 20V0 carna- 
tions being used in the decorations. 
The centralaisle was canvased from 
the altar to-the entrance, and white 
canyas also extended from the curbing 
outside to the church doors, satin rib- 
b ns outlining the approach. The ar- 
tistic arrangement of the decorations is 
due to the skill of B. F. Collins, the ac- 
complished florist, who hadgurteblunche 
fot both-the church and house decora- 
tions. ‘ 

Long before the bour announced tor 
the ceremony the guests began gath- 
ering. and when the merry chime of 
wedding bells annvunced the approach 
ofthe bridal party every .pewin the 
vast Cathedral was filled. As the 
chimes died away the peal of Mendels- 
sohn’s wedding march from the great 
organ under the skiliful touch of Prof. 
A..G. -Gardner, accompanied by a 


‘stringed orchestra, rolied through the 


church and hundreds of eyes were 
turned to the entrance to catch the 
first glimpse of the bridal party, which 
moved up the aisle in the following 
order: First came the ushers, Messrs.
